statement defending the veto. 


The assembly delegates looked 


to Soviet foreign minister V. M. 
Molotov for an extended declara- 
tion of policy in his speech sched- 
uled for 3 p. m. (C.S.T.) 


Austin Readies Compromise 
As small nations took the ros- 


trum one after the other to urge 
limitation of the veto in the secur- 
ity council and appeal for big 
power cooperation, -it was report- 
ed that U. S. delegate Warren R. 
Austin was working on a compro- 
mise formula which he planned to 
discuss privately with all the five 
major powers, including Russia, in 
an effort to reach an off-the-floor 
agreement. 


As the general debate was re- 


sumed in the assembly this morn- 
ing, delegates took a wa't-and-see 
attitude on the replies Stalin made 
to 31 questions put to him by 
Hugh Baillie, president 
of 
the 


United Press associations, but ex- 
pressed the conviction that Molo- 
tov would expand on questions 
raised by those answers. 


Special significance 
was read 


into Stalin's statement on Russian 
armed forces in the light of a 
White Russian blast last night at 
the presence of United States 
troops in China and British forces 
in Greece, the Middle East and 
Indonesia. 


Expect Criticism 


Diplomatic 
authorities 
specu- 


lated 'that Molotov, speaking for 
the first time in the assembly's 
general debate, now drawing to 
a climax, probably would hammer 
on many, u" iiut all, of the main 
points of Soviet criticism of the 
western powers initially set forth 
in a session last night by Kuzma 
Kiselev, foreign minister of White 
Russia, one of the constituent re- 
publics of the U. S- S. R. 


Molotov was slated to take the 


* rostrum at the second of the day's 


two sessions (10 a. m. and 3 
p. m. C. S. T.). Altogether repre- 
sentatives of 10 countries 
were 


due to be heard, including Syria, 
Ethiopia, Bolivia, the Philippines 
and the Netherlands at the first 
session and Canada, Greece, Aus- 
tralia and Columbia at the second.

Auto, House Makers

A table thumping dispute between 
two government 
agencies 
over 


whether a 5170,947.000 war plant 
should be put to work turning 
out homes or cars landed in at- 
torney general Tom Clark's lap 
today. 


At stake is whether the huge 


Dodge-Chrysler corporation plant 
at Chicago, one of the 
largest 


built during the war, will go to 
the Tucker corporation for pro- 
duction of a new-type automobile, 
or to the Lustron corporation 
for the manufacture pf pre-frab- 
ricated housing. 


The national housing adminis-

grounds. 
One of the 
number, 


Robert Chesna, was captured this 
morning when he was discovered 
hiding in a patch of weeds just off 
North Galena avenue north of the 
city limits.

Washington, Oct. 29—(AP)—A 


five-man board of civilians made 
ready today to take over from, the 
Army the momentous task of 
guiding this country 
into the 


atomic age. 


The five—a federal power ex- 


pert, a physicist, an editor, a re- 
tired rear admiral and an invest- 
ment banker—thus shouldered "re- 
sponsibility as great as any men 
have ever assumed in peacetime." 


Those were the words President 


Truman used in announcing the 
makeup of the all-powerful new 
atomic energy commission, head- 
ed by David E. Lilienthal as chair- 
man. 


"The consequences of our work, 


for good or evil, are awesome," 
Lilienthal said, yielding up his 
chairmanship of the 
Tennessee 


Valley Authoiity to accept the 
assignment. 


With Lilienthal, Truman select- 


ed for the commission set up three 
months ago by congress:

Gateway Amendment Gets 5th 


Try in Referendum on Tuesday 


Springfield. 111.. Oct. •?9—(AP) 


—For the fifth time in 54 years. 
Illinois voters in a 
referendum 


next Tuesday will pass upon a 
proposed Gateway amendment to 
the state's 1870 constitution aim- 
ed at liberalizing the amending 
procedure. 


Adoption -equires a majority of 


all votes cast at the election, 
something the four previous Sate- 
way proposals failed to obetain. 
Similar prepositions were defeated 
in 1932, 1924, 1896 and 1892. 


If it carries, the constitution 


would be changed the first time 
since 1908. 
The principal Gate- 


way revisions would permit the 
legislature to offer amendments to 
three articles of the constitution 
for voters approval at the same 
election, instead of one article as 
at present, and would lower adop- 
tion requirements of future amend- 
ments to two-thirds of those vot- 
ing on the proposition. 


The Gateway plan, which will 


appear in the upper left corner 
of the regular Nov. 5 election bal- 
lot, is supported by both majo>- 
partial and by »om« labor and 


farm organizations, including the 
Illinois Agricultural Association. 


It was placed on the ballot by 


action of the 1945 General Assem- 
bly after lawmakers killed a pro- 
posed referendum on calling a con- 
stitutional convention to overhaul 
the state's basic charter. 


Past experience has shown that 


constitutional amendments have 
tough sledding. Of 13 sub-rutted 
since 3891. only two were adopted. 
Six of the 33. however, received 
two-thirds majorities. 


The latest Gateway proposition 


will be the first attempt t remove 
the hurdle that has caused the 
downfall of 
most constitutional 


amendments—the 
provision 
re- 


quiring a majority of all votes 
cast. Failure to vote on the ques- 
tion in effect is a vote against it. 


Constitutional amendments most 


frequently discussed in the legis- 
lature include reapportioning the 
assembly to give Cook county con- 
trol of the house, revising the tax 
system, removing double liability 
on state bank stockholders, per- 
mitting sheriffs to serve consecu- 
tive, terms, 
and 
providing for 


fewer electiv* office*.

plied for GI benefits, Merle G. 
Moore, education director of the 
commission, told a meeting of dis- 
abled veterans last night.

"Only two per cent of those 


eligible have applied for loans, on- 
ly 12 per cent are going to school 
or participating in on job training, 
and only 15 per cent have ob- 
tained unemployment 
compensa- 


tion for more than 10 weeks." 


Stalin Denies Red 
Bomb Development 
-Army Forces Small 


London, Oct. 29—(AP)—Prime 


Minister 
Stalin 
declared 
today 


the Soviet Union has not devel- 
oped an atom bomb or any simi- 
lar weapon and said Russia's troop 
strength in the occupied countries 
of eastern Europe totalled 60 di- 
visions, to be reduced in two 
•months to 40. 


In response to 31 qxiestions sub- 


mitted to him by Hugh Baillie, 
president of the United Press as- 
sociations, Stalin accused Winston 
Churchill of being among the "in- 
stigates of a new war," and dis- 
agreed flatly with Secretary of 
State James F. Byrnes that there 
is growing tension between Rus- 
sia and the United States. 


In responses to other questions, 


as broadcast by the Moscow radio, 
Stalin declared:

World's Largest 
Airline Resting on 


Passenger Marks 


Tokyo. Oct. 
29.— (AP) — The 


largest passenger line in the world 
is resting- briefly on its oars after 
hauling; more than 6.000,000 per- 
sons in little more than a year— 
one of the greatest mass transpor- 
tation feats in history. 


The line is known as "Scajap"— 


United States Navy's Shipping 
Control Administration 
for 
Ja- 


pan. 


The Scajap fleet, manned by 


Japanese, since last September has 
returned 
4,855,000 Japanese 
to 


their homeland from points as far 
south as New Zealand and as far 
east as Hawaii. In the same pe- 
riod it transported 1,066,000 other 
persons from Japan and 167,000 
displaced persons back to their na- 
tive Korea, Formosa, China or the 
Ryukyus. 


The job is far from finished. Al- 


lied headquarters statistics show 
that at least 1,900,000 persons still 
have to be shipped home. 
The 


majority of these are in Russian 


area*, with an estimated 700,000 
Japanese being listed as in Siberia. 
Allied headquarters in negotiating 
with Russia for the repatriation 
of these Japanese and those in 
other 
Russian 
zones—Karafuto. 


North Korea and the Kuriles. 


The first repatriation message 


was flashed from Japan Sept. 12, 
1945, and shipping got under way. 
A varied and bulky fleet was as- 
sembled, made up of every type of 
vessel from the 22.000.ton Japa- 
nese aircraft carrier Katsuragi to 
American landing- craft. 
At its 


peak the repatriation fleet com- 
prised about 400 ships. 


During' the entire program but 


one ship was lost. It struck a mine 
out of Shanghai and sank within 
20 minutes, with a loss of about 
20 of its approximately 4,300 pas- 
sengers.
